PARTICULARLY pictur- 
esque English pastoral, 
very simple in treatment 
but of the highest order ar- 
tistically. The subject, a 
red roofed English Cottage, beautiful 
garden, a tree in full blossom, and a 
full flood of warm sunlight pervading the 
entire picture. The rapid increase in 
reputation of this artist is well known, 
since his pictures were purchased by 
Sir Frederick Leighton, President of the 
Royal Academy, London, and by the 
Royal Academy for its permanent ex- 
hibition. It is a masterpiece of art in 
water colors.

On the English Coast 


VIGOROUSLY treated 
marine of moderate size 
by one of the greatest 
modern artists, who was 
taken at an early age to 
Paris, where, at the age 
of fifteen, he began his 
studies at the Louvre, 
and subsequently became a pupil of 
Baron Gros. Although he died 
before he was barely twenty-seven 
years old, his career was something 
meteoric, for he enjoyed a great 
vogue not only in England, but in 
France as well. He left comparatively 
few pictures, which command very high 
prices. A small one at the King sale, 
New York, brought $675, a larger work 
$2,100. In the Wm. M. Stewart sale, 
New York, a cabinet picture 8x5 inches 
brought $375. In the Secretan sale, 
Paris, his “Sur la Plage” sold for 
29,100 francs ($5,820) and in 1870 his 
“ Henry IV and the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor” brought at the public sale in Paris 
the remarkable price of $16,500. From 
the J. C. Harter collection, London.

In the 
ample living room of a 
Dutch farm house a 
mother sits preparing vegetables for 
dinner, and one little fair-haired 
child has approached to put its 
arms around her neck. On the floor 
two other children somewhat older 
are seated, and a cat is lapping milk at 
the right. The old Dutch clock on the 
wall and the open fire-place with its 
glowing color add interest to the subject. 

It is superbly painted and would be a 
great acquisition to any collection. 

Kever has advanced to the position in 
the front rank of a modern Dutch figure- 
painter, and his pictures are rapidly 
increasing in price from year to year.
